ALCON- Retired Gen Crear (601) 631-4177 contacted me this afternoon and indicated he'll be serving as a 
consultant for Energy Transfer who is leading the consulting effort for the DAPL 408 and 404 process 
authorizations. 

Mr. Crear was an early mentor of mine and was the MVK and later MVD commander when I worked both places.
